THE TOWN HALL IS STILL CHANGING 
More changes are being made to the Town fall, that 
ancient bit of architecture that started life as a Bap- 
tist Church. At the present time a new entrance is 
being made, on the side of the building, to the cellar, 
an entrance which the Fire Chief has said is necessary 
because of the offices in the cellar.

pects, etc. It is very hancy for such talks, having two 
tables that can be put together for use in spreading 
maps. At the present time it is oceupied every day by 
State auditors, who are mating a periodic check on the 
town's books (and finding it easier, because of the de— 
crease in tax title work during the past few years) . 

The main room, upstairs, was rearranged, as nearly 
everyone knows, a short time past, so that the vartous 
tow officers are on the perimeter, and the people who 
want to do business with them are on the inside. The 
eounter, whieh runs practically all around the room, 
consists of the tops of filing cabinets and lockers, 
ell of which are used to capacity. It is a handy ar- 
rangement, but it is. bursting at the seams. More space 
is needed. 

Downstairs, where there usec to be only a shooting 
gallery, is now diviced into a number of rooms, all 
very mich used. 

The Town Engineer has his office downstairs, and in 
the office is almost anything an engineer could want; a 
completely equipped drawing desk, a copy desk, with 
fluorescent lights under glass, to help in tracing, and 
a Bruning Copy Flex, are the three principal items of 
funiture. This last item is a machine which makes cop- 
ies of plans, papers, ete., in about one minute's time, 
and is mich used. In one instance, for example, a vis- 
iting industrialist wantec a copy of a certain map 
which the Town Manager had. It was easy. The TM rang 
for the Tom Engineer, and asked him to provide a copy. 
The Engineer went down to his office, slid the man 
through the Copy Flex, and returned with the copy in 
two minutes. The industrialist was mich impressed. "I 
hac heard about Wilmington', hé said. "This proves it'. 
Next to the Town Engineer is an office for the Town 
Accountant, which is equipped with the Remington Rand 
Visula Kardex system of accounting, instituted Last 
year. It enables the Town Accountant to "keep his fin- 
gers' on all town expenditures, so that Town Depart- 
ments cannot spend more than their allocated monies, in 
the town budget. 

The next room downstairs, is called, for want of a 
better name, the "Machinery Room'. In here is a milti- 
graph, with which the town does a lot of its own print- 
ing. It was on this mul tigraph that "An Introcuction to 


Wilmington' was printed, at very small cost to the town, | 


@ book which has now been given to every AVOO employer 
who is to be transferred to this town. 

Also to be found in this room is the addressograph, 
which is a large printing type machines. used by the 
Assessors to print tax records. It is quite flexible, 
using plates which are made in the same room on a 
Grephotypes. another similar machine. The Addressograph 
not only prints the Assessor's work books, hut at the 
same time prints the individual bills that are going to 
the taxpayers, at quite a savings in costs to the town. 
Wilmington's Civil Defense, long an orphan, now has a 
nice office in the cellar, and also has a meeting room. 
The meeting room is used by others, too. It is in the 
northwestern comer of the cellar, and it is to this 
roon that the new entrance is being built. The Board of* 
Appeals, for instance, has used this room mite fre- 
mently, to hear appeals that threaten to be stormy. 
Off the hearing room is the beginning of a laboratory,

the railroad was originally laid several 
"cattle crossings" were reserved, for the use 


Wilmington farmers. 
Today, on each side of the railroad, there 
are roads, with families. Not too far to the 


west the town is planning to build a school, 
to cost well over half a million dollars. 

The Superintendent of Schools, conscious of 
the cost of school busses, recently wondered, 
if the roads on each side might be connected, 
so that children on Lawrence Street and Law 
rence Court might be able to walk to the new 
Silver Lake school, which will be about half a 
mile away. 

The Town Engineer believes that it would be 
too difficult a job, because of the red tape 
involved, in getting a crossing. 

He is correct, in saying that there will be a 
lot of red tape, but we don't believe the ques 
tion should be dismissed so easily. 

In a few years there will probably be about 
40 - 50 children, on Lawrence Street. If they 
have to be transported to school on a bus the 
cost will be at least $27 a day. In 180 days a 
year, this could amount to a considerable sum, 
and when one considers that this same bill 
will recur yearly, it assumes an even more im- 
pressive figure. In 20 years the town could 
easity spend $100,000 because of the lack of 
such a road. 


Even if there is red tape to be overcome. we 


think this subject should be investigated and 


explored, to its utmost.

The Methodist minister was 
the Rev William A Thurston (he 
for whom Thurston Avenue was 
named). His first-born son was 
born three days after the 
death of Dr Hiller, and was 
named Henry Hiller Thurston. 

The two Reverend gent] emen 
weren’t able to agree as to 
who should preach the funeral. 
Of course they were gentl emen 
about it. The final upshot was 
that both ministers participa- 
ted in the services. 

The burial was, Mrs Hiller 
announced, only temporary. She | 
was voing to engage an archi- 
tect, and erect a mausoleum, 
which was to cost half a mil- 
lion dollars, Meanwhile a temp- 
orary tomb, of bricks was e- 
rected, and this was covered 
with a mound. 

The plans for the mausoleum 
never matured. In the death of 
Mrs Hiller, ‘in 1910, she was 
buried beside her husband. The 
tomb, or hill, was an imposing 
structure, in its way, for 
many years, but neglect fi- 
nally took its toll, and the 
coffins were disinterred, in 
1936, the hill and temporary 
tomb removed, and they are now 
buried in the same site, but 
underground. 

A pair of granite urns, with 
the name Hiller, made to the 
order of Mrs Doctor Hiller, 
and costing $600 apiece now 
marks their final resting 
place.

It will cross 
West Street, near the’Reading 
line, with a bridge, and West 
Street will have some re-loca- 
tion. It will cross Lowell 
Street near the home of Ches- 
ley Black, and Lowell Street 
will be relocated to the south 
so as to have a large inter- 
section and cloverleaf. Grove 
Street will be completely 
blocked off, near the railroad 
There is to be a bridge over 
Concord Street, and a half 
cloverleaf. 

Woburn Street, north of Park 
Street, will be re-located, so 
as to run into High Street. 
The street will be completely 
blocked off, to the north. 
People wanting to drive north 
will turn left on Park Street, 
pass under Route 28, and then 
turn left on a new street, 
parallel to Route 28, and near 
the Barrows Well Field, which 
will join Woburn Street just |; 
south of Hathaway Acres. 
Route 28 will go through 
Colonial Acres, and will cross [ 
Salem Street, near the home of 
JW Durkee. Salem Street will 
also be relocated, to go 
through Colonial Acres, and 
there will be a large clover- 
leaf there, at the intersec- 
tion.
